Hussein, speaking at a news con- 
ference with visiting Austrian Presi- 
dent Rudolf Kirchshlaeger, said: 
“The blame for lack of progress 
towards peace should be placed on 
Israel, which has rejected 
withdrawal from tall occupied} 
Arab territories including (East) 
Jerusalem, and the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people ta self- 
determination." 

In his criticism of Israel, the king 
declared "1 fear that the collapse of 
peace moves would inevitably lead 
to war. This means that all dreams 
of peace would be lost.*"

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Ehrlich: Misquoted 
on ‘strike-breaking’ 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 


Finance Minister Simba Ehriich 
was attacked in the Knesset yester- 
day for having threatened to “break 
the seamen's ‘strike and remove 
parasitic workers from ἘΠῚ Al.” ἴ 

Ehrlich reportedly said this to an 
audience at Moshav Menahemlya 
over the week-end. When the matter 
was raised yesterday, he interjected 
that the quotation was inaccurate, 
but he did not attempt to put the 
record straight. 

The occusion for raising the sub- 
ject was the 1977/78 supplementary 
budget of ILi7.24b., which Ehriich 
was presenting for its first reading. 

Ehrlich described the supplemen- 
tary budget as “‘merely technical,” 
stemming as it did from the in- 
auguration of the new economic 
policy on October 28, 1977. 

Speakers in the debate did not 
challenge that characterization, but 
(hardly unexpectedly) they took the 
opportunity to talk about the NEP, 
the economic situation in general, 
and about strikes and threatened 
strikes in particular. 

Ehrlich said that while the results 
of the NEP could not be analyzed 
before the lapse of at least a year, 
there were numerous indicators that 
it was succeeding. 

For example, in the three-month 
period November 1977 — January 1978 
exports had risen by 9 per cent 
over the three months and 
were 30 per cent higher than in the 
parallel period a year before. The 
relatively rapid growth in industrial 
and agricultural production had con- 
tinued. And fears that monetary 
liberalization would cause a flight of 
foreign currency had not been borne 
out. 


The first speaker in the debate, 
Gad Ya'acobi (Alignment), called 
the government's wage policy the 
key to the future. He urged the 
government, the Histadrut, and the 
employers to try to work out an 
agreement on the following points: 

The government would cut the 
budget by IL3b. and refrain from 
raising prices and fees. The 


Histadrut would restrain wage. ἢ 


demands. The employers would keep 
prices down. 


(Ehrlich, in his reply, responded - 


favourably to the suggestion, but 
asked Ya'acobi whether he had 
spoken in the name of the Histadrut.) 

Avraham Sharir, of Ehrlich's 
Liberal Party, said that the govern- 
ment must stand up to every strike, 
10 matter how protracted and costly. 
“Rather a strike than disaster,” he 
said. He attacked the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs for its 
“delay” in preparing a compulsory 
arbitration bill. 

Naftali Feder (Alignment- 


Mapam) said that the working clasa 
would yet show Hhriich that it could 
not be broken. When the “Liberal 
regime” ‘was only a hitter i memory, 
the workers of Israel would be 
building the country and pros: 
in it, he declared, pening 
it was when Jacques Amir (Align- 
ment) referred to Ebrlich’s reported 
statement about breaking strikes, 
that Ehrlich called from the cabinet 
benches: ‘'You are quoting 
something that is not correct." 

Amir: “I'm quoting something 
that appeared in the press ... If the 
workers of Israel had any self- 
respect they'd declare a general 
strike. To cail the Israeli workers 
‘parasites’ — what could be more 
serious than that!” 

Ehrlich: ‘You're quoting 
something that’s not correct."" 

Amir: “You should have denied it 
immediately. You didn't do that. It's 
not enough to tell me today, in the 
Knesset, that it’s not correct.”" 

When Amir said that Bbrlich, by 
his talk of “bre: " strikes was 
taking Israel back to the Dark Ages 
and was trying to impose 
*“indeserfbabie'’ punishments on the 
workers, Stef Wertheimer 
(Democratic Movement for Change) 
asked: 

“What workers? It's the clerks 
who are striking. All the workers in 
the country are working ... You don't 
represent the workers. You only 
represent the government clerks."" 


Amos Hadar (Alignment) said that 
if Ehriich had in fact been mia- 
quoted, it was not enough to deny it 
“dejectedly."" Instead, ‘“‘you should 
appear before the communications 
media day after day and deny it 
emphatically.”’ 

Moshe Shamir (Likud-La’am) said 
that instead of three ministers going 
to Washington, one should go to 
Haifa, one to Lod, and one to Ashdod 
— and talk to the workers there. 
Israel's economic problems could 
only be solved by δ common national 
effort, and out of a spirit of work and 
creativity. 

In his reply, Ehrlich denied 
rumours that there was a flight of 
eapital.from the country, and 
promised that there would be no 
change in the policy on children’s 
atlowances In 1978. 


He also promised that the Likud 
government would never use the 
army to break a strike, although 
Labour governments had done so. 

Inflation had already stabilized at 
2 per cent a month, Ehrlich said, and 
the NEP was showing good results. 
But what gave him concern was what 
would happen if the government 
could not reach a wage.agreement 
with the workers and the Histadrut.

Yesterday, in an interview with the 
official Hungarian news agency, 
Nkomo said that “we have to step up 
the war to the extent where it 
becomes clear that Smith and his 
men cannot use puppeta and cannot 
hide from the wrath of the Zimbabwe 
massea."" He was interviewed in 
Maputo, Mozambique, and the inter- 
view was published in Budapest 
yesterday.

LONDON. Rhodesian nationalist

' Foreign Secretary Owen later said 
he is not yet ready either to condemn 
or support the “Internal settlement” 
in Rhodesia, although he described it 
as ‘‘an important first step.” 

Owen made the statement to 
Parliament after hiy meeting with 
Muzorewa.He said the bishop plans 
to fly to Washington today for talks 
with the U.S. administration.

LONDON (UPI). — Amnesty Inter- 
national said yesterday it has receiv- 
ed new evidence of “continuing 
politicat abuses of psychiatry in the 
Soviet Union," including 14 workers 
confined to psychiatric wards for 
complaining about their superiors. 
The Nobel Prize- human 
rights organization said documents 
on human rights-related subjects 
from Russia had all but dried up 
recently ‘‘apparently due to the 
arrest or expulsion of many of those 
involved in their distribution.""

EVERYBODY knows what a 
Shabbes Goy is. But who has ever 


1 heard of a Shabbes Jeep? 


The Shabbes Jeep, it now appears 
(Monday, Religious News Bulletin, 
Second Programme, 1605 hrs.), is 
another brainchild of the committee 
of rebbis which invented ways of 
milking cows on the Sabbath without 
violating the sanctity of the day, or 
of bending the Law a bit without ac- 
tually breaking it. Like permitting 
the use of elevators in high-rise 
buildings (from the third storey up- 
wards) or overlooking the fact that 
in spite of the ‘Shabbat Plate" and 
the aro Clock” (the former 
warming automatically and the 
latter switching on the light at pre- 
set hours) Jews are at work in 
Israel's power stations. 

It seems that the crop rustlers who 
have recently taken to reaping other 
peoples’ harvests, have found 
religious settlements easier prey 
than the others, especially on the 
Sabbath.

ANY PERFORMER who keeps peo- 
ple standing outside locked doors 
beyond the advertised starting time 
deserves castigating (or perhaps 
“castaneting"). Yet Silvie Duran 
{Jerusaiem Khan, March 2) made 
such an immediate impect In the red 
and gold whirling frilis of her first 
“Sevillanas" that she quickly cap- 
tivated everyone in the ‘audience. 

In the romanatico-classical 
choreography (by the famous An- 
tonfo) her coordinated foot and arm 
“language,” her ankle turns and 
heel taps were as subtie as 4 vir- 
tuoso’s playing, This was a new facet 
in her repertoire — elegant always 
but no less sexy than her torrid 
flamenco or her final, almost 
ferocious, allegrias. 

The skill with which she 
manipulated her long-tailed cress, 
her dramatic manoeuvring of her 
shawl, her timing bath as dancer and 
as actress (for 2 Spanish dancer has 
to act too) — all of these were 
sophisticated and polished to 8 spec- 
tacular degree. Where she exceis 
above others is in her commend of 
swift and lyrical grace to combine 
with sapateades that speak the full 
vocabulary of Sparish technique. 

Baldi Olier. both as guitar accom- 
panist and as soloist was a great 
asset to the performance, but Silvia 
Duran also made good use of taped 
music — instrumentel and sorg.

BRUSSELS. -- If there is one com- 
mon dréam in the Common Market, 
it is that eventually the economic 
fies now binding the nine partners 
will be strengthened by political uni- 
ty, creating a third “Superpower.” 

And in ἃ world where yesterday's 
enemies are today's allies, and vice 
versa, the dream of the political uni- 
ty of Europe is a nightmare to the 
current superpowers, the U.S. and 
the U.S.8.R. That is what they say 
here in Brussels, headquarters of the 
Common Market. 

Today the CM countries look upon 
themselves as striking the decisive 
balance between East and West. 
Both Engiand and France think 
themselves eminently capable of 
leading the CM, and the world; so 
does Germany. These three powers, 
working together, could return world 
leadership to Europe after a gap of 
three decades. 

The CM has a large enough popula- 
ton, 258 milifon, compared to 213 
million for the U.S. and 254 million 
for the U.S.S.R. The “Nine,” as the 
CM Is often known, also has the coal 
and steel. True, it lacks oil, despite 
England's North Sea strike. But 
most important, it lacks the military 
clout, or rather the ability to bring 
about a2 nuclear world holocaust. 
Still, it has the know-how to make the 
weapons of overkill. 

But it takes more than a wish to 
make a dream come true. 

The Common Market has not 
developed any strong political 
leadership. One reason, as Enrico 
Breschi, head of the Spokesman's 
Group and Directorate General of 
“Information.” admits is that there 
is a lack of political leadership 
within the member countries 
themselves. 

“‘Most of the cabinets of the 
“‘Nine™ are in power on slender ma- 
Jorities; the leaders are afraid to 
take any bold political step in any 
direction, afraid of losing their 
power base. They are weak on taking 
any bold solutions," he said. 

At present the “Nine” are beset

with plenty of non-political 
problems, just like the rest of the 
‘western world. To name only a few: 
unemployment fespeciaily among 
the younger generation}; terrorism 
{both political and old-fashioned 
gangsterism), and pollution. But 
there are problems specific to the 
“Nine™ themselves, and these centre 
mainly on trying to work oul an 
agricultural policy which will please 
all nine — the industria] powers want 
cheap food; tke food-growing coun- 

tries want high food prices. 

Inflation also continues to play an 
important role, although it is slowing 
from an average of 9.5 per cent for 
the ‘Nine’ in 1977 to eight per cent in 
1978. 

Italy, for example, had an in- 
flationary rate of 18.5 per cent in 
1977; but it is expected to drop from 
15 per cent to 11 per cent; West Ger- 
many from four to 3.5 per cent: 
France from 9.5 to 8.5 per cent. 

(Switzerland, a non-member, had 
only & one per cent rate in 1977, 
which it will probably maintain this 
year. The U.S. expects its rate to 
drop from 6.5 per cent to 5.75 per 
cent.) 

A third major problem is the pre- 
sent slow pace of economic growth. 
Nevertheless, industrial production 
did rise by two per cent in the 
“Nine. Ireland led off with 7.5 per 
cent, followed by Germany with 
three per cent, and France and the 
U.K. by two per cent. Italy had only 
one per cent growth. 

To reach superpower status, the 
CM must not only grow economical- 
Ty, but also in size, so that eventually 
it encompasses most of West 
Europe. 

The Original “‘Six" (Benelux, 
France, Italy, West Germany) have 
already grown by three new 
members, the U.K., Ireland and 
Denmark. Another three, Greece, 
Portugal and Spain are seeking ad- 
mission with varying degrees of im- 
Patience. Greece will probably be 
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the first admitted, followed by Por- 
tuga) and Spain. But none will be ad- 
mitted in a year or two: five to ten 
years is a better bet. 

But will the eventual “Twelve be 
any stronger then the present 
“Nine™ or the original ‘'Six?" There 
are plenty of doubts in the Common 
Market. 

For if the “slick man" of the 
original "Six" was Italy, it was ἃ. 
burden which could be borne. The 
additional three brought in two more 
sick members (Ireland and 
England), but Ireland is fighting its 
way ahead, while the North Sea oil 
strike of the U.K. has helped that 
country pull its weight. 

But the Jatest three are all ‘sick 
men of Europe," viewed from the 
level of the industrial northern coun- 
tries. There is some talk that the 
eventual ‘'Twelve" will spilt the CM 
into a ‘two-tier federation. 


The upper der, predominantly in- 
dustrial, will consist of the strong 
countries, the lower tier, 
predominantly agricultural, will 
consist of the Mediterranean basin 
countries. 

Strangely enough, it is these 
weaker potential members which 
constitute an economic danger to 
Israe)]. For they ali would like to 
emulate Israel in exporting citrus to 
Europe. Spain is now emerging as 
the strongest competitor, When it 
becomes a member of the CM, it will 
automatically receive much better 
marketing conditions than Israel. 

But as one CM leader noted: Israel 
does not have anything to fear for 10 
to 12 years. It wil] take that long for 
Spanish citrus to catch up with 
Israel's quality control, tr: 
facilities, and advertising jead. And 
after that the standard of living in 
Spain should have risen sufficiently 
to make Spanish oranges much more 
costly. 

ΑΔ more serious problem, it is 
believed, is Spanish tomato paste, 
which together with that produced 
by Greece and Portugal might make 
inroads into Israel's exports. 


Green light for 
mobile banks

Similar permits for mobile banks 
were also given to the First Inter- 
nationa] Bank for the regional coun- 
cf! of Merhavim, to Bank Hapoalim 
for Ma‘aleh Hagalil and Sulam Zor, 
to the Mizrahi Bank for Azatah, and 
to the Discount Bank for Lakhish. 

The subcommittee recommended 
the opening of new bank branches in 
four Arab villages, and the setting up 
of automated mini-bank branches in 
several Jarge factories. aes 

The latter permit is temporary, 
until the establishment of inter-bank 
bancomats outside the branch of- 
fices of all banks. 


Tefahot to launch 
provident fund 


Tefahot, Israel's leading mortgage 
bank, is about to extend its scope of 
operations with the introduction of a 
provident fund, to be called Tefahot 
Gemel. This is an area in which 
Tefahot has not so far been active. 

The new plan was approved on Fri- 
day by the Economic Ministers Com- 
mittee.

The expansion of Tefahot's ac- 
tivities follows a substantial diver- 
sification into various kinds of 
savings schemes.

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Making ends meet 


A WAVE of strikes has begun. They are and will probably con- 
tinue to be wildcat, in breach of contract, or in defiance of wage 
policy — as the case may be. 

But they are (nearly) all powered by a single impulse — the 
feeling in wage-earning families that ‘'we cannot make out till 
the end of the month.” 

Theoretically, salaries stay unchanged in real terms, because 
the partial cost-of-living allowance is payable (at intervals), and 
wage rates are adapted as collective agreements expire (at 
even longer intervals). 

What drives people to desperation is that the price rise is 
always ahead, the wage adjustment always behind. 

It did not matter when prices were going up by 3 or 4 per cent 
ayear. A small wage lag could be stomached. But when they go 
up by 3 or 4 per cent a month, it is hard to be patient. 

The authorities themselves point out, quite rightly, that a big 
wage hike for all at the present moment will only give a new 
twist to the inflationary screw. i 

The workers know it. Bitter experience teaches them that 
they never quite catch up; which is why they are now asking for 
increases of forty, a hundred and even 150 per cent. They de- 
mand compensation today for the price rise that has been and 
that will come tomorrow. 

And of course they cannot manage it. There is no way of win- 
ning, when the country is in the grip of double-figure inflation. 
There is in fact no winner — neither the employer, who is priced’ 
out of the market; nor the worker, who is priced out of the 
shops; nor the Government, which is unable to restore economic 
growth. 

Finance Minister Ehrlich has made tough noises over the 
weekend about how he will defeat the strikers. They are words 
spoken into the wind. He cannot subdue such a big outbreak of 
protest — unless he does something tougher still: slash the 
budget. 

He must stop printing pound notes, which is the source and 
origin of this inflation, that threatens to be so injurious to the 
economy. 

It requires toughness to eliminate the budget deficit, because 
every branch of the national life is on the list of supplicants; all 
need more money, not less — from subsidized foodstuffs, to the 
battle against organized crime; from the relief of want, to the 
country’s universities; from the local authorities, to the export 
drive. 

Cutting government expenditure sharply will create new 
problems; but at least it will restore some price stability. We 
shall not be rid of the plague of industrial strife that is starting 
to damage Israel's reputation as a supplier in world market — 

. until we get rid of the still greater plague in Terael'a economic 
life, the plague of inflation. 


Dilemma in the north 


SINCE DEPUTY DEFENCE MINISTER Zipori stated a fort- 
night ago that the Syrians are managing to keep the peace in 
- Beirut, there seems to have been a deterioration of the situation. 
The stories told by villagers from South Lebanon, talking 
across the fence to Israelis, indicate renewed terrorist aggres- 
sion. The clash is not just betwcen Moslem and Christian; it is 
between the foreign terrorists and Lebanese inhabitants in 
general. 

This aggravation of tension may stem from a shift in the inter- 
national situation in the Middle East. The Syrian Government is 
lining up with the anti-Sadat rejectionist front, and that front in- 
cludes not only governments like Iraq and Libya, but also 
terrorist organizations like the PLO. 

It is important to examine events across Israel's northern 
frontier in a new way. Is the role of the Syrian ‘“‘Arab League 
Peace Force” changing? Are the Syrians legitimizing the 
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presence of the Palestinian formations in Lebanon? And are - 


shocking cruelties occurring in places‘like Maroun e-Ras — 
without (as the Lebanese villagers bitterly complain) any 
attempt by the Israelis to prevent them? 

Israel's position is delicate, because we are engaged in a 
peace-making process. To send troops across the border in a 
rescue operation would cause ructions, however worthy the ob- 
ject of the exercise. The fragile rapprochement with Sadat 
might be imperilled. 

On the other hand, Israel cannot sit. with its arms folded if the 
terrorists are really wreaking havoc within a stone's throw of 
the border. 


POSTSCRIPS aaa 


MUCH has been said and written 
about Sadat's peace initiative and 
Israel's response. But perhaps 
nothing more telling has been 
written in a few brief strokes than 
the words of Howard Adelman, a 
Canadian professor of philosophy 
now visiting the Hebrew University. 

Israelis, he says recognize the 
sincere intentions behind Sadat's 
visit to Jerusalem, but they see it as 
“analogous to the man who keeps 
saying he wants to kill you and 
suddenly announces that he has 
changed his mind. 

“Since he no longer wants to kill 
you, will you kindly return his sand- 
dunes and desert rocks. Not only the 
ones behind which you are keeping 
your distance from him, but those 
which separate him from the 
Palestinians of Gaza, some of whom 
are committed to your destruction. 

“Purthermore, will you kindly 
give back to his friends the heights 
overlooking your valleys, and the ur- 
than areas which embrace your holy 
sites which they never permitted you 
to visit, let alone live near, when 
they controlled them. What is even 
more ominous, the friends of those 
friends are committed to wiping you 
out.""

Broad- 
casting Authority (IBA) 
recommended the introduction of 
revenue-producing television com- 
mercial announcements, a debate 
has been raging on whether the

@efeated. With the Likud in power, 
many people are be to feel 
that It [5 only a matter of time before 
the spirit of free enterprise enters 
this “ne man's-land."” 

For a good number of Israeli 
viewers, commercial television is 
not new: it exista in Lebanon, 
Cyprus, Jordan, and Egypt, which in 
some areas are easily received via 
Ἐπ outdoor, antenna. Recently, ‘a 

commercial TV" was 


(February 10). It included inac- 
curacies and misconstrued facts. It 
is to that case that this article is ad- 
dressed, 

Admittedty, the potential profits in 
operating a television station are 
great, but so are the chances of 
losses. Since the revenue from 
advertising is based on the average 
number of viewers estimated to be 
watching a certain programme, spot 
rates differ according to the time of 
day. A client will certainiy not pay as 
much for a 30-second announcement 
during a telecast of ‘Candid 
Camera’' as he would during 
“Roots,"’ a serla! that attracted over 
130m. Americans (80m. saw the final 
episode alone) during its elght-day 
run. 

While TV viewing has an infinence 
on the potential consumer, it is im- 
portant to note that sociological 
studies have failed to discover its ex- 
act effect on human behaviour. In 
the case of tobacco, the United 
States Congress prohibited cigarette 
adv on both radio and televi- 
sion (not just television 85 reported 
in the cage against commercial TV). 
Decumented studies have indicated 
that cigarette smoking among 
Americans has increased despite the 
ban.

OVER THE PAST few weeks, 
relations between Israel and the U.S. 
have become increasingly strained 
because of American instatence that 
our settiements in the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip are “‘illegal,"’ 
that “they should not be there," and 
that they must be removed. Even 
some of Israel's friends have come 
to believe that the settlements are a 
deterrent to peace. 

‘The truth of the matter {s that no 
rulings ‘of international law have 
been laid down to proscribe Israel's 
right to establish the settlements. 
Moreover, they constitute an effec- 
tive preventive measure against the 
outbreak of another war. 

Let us consider the legal status of 
the areas of the West Bank and the 
Gaza, in order to put the record 
straight. 

The West Bank, part of Mandated 
Palestine was illegally cecupied and 
annexed by the Kingdom of Jordan 
in the course of an ive war 
against Israel in 1948. The United 
Kingdom and Pakistan were the only 
two states ever to recognize Jorda- 
nian sovereignty over the area. In 
throwing back another Jordanian at- 
tack in 1967, Israel took the West 
Bank, Its legal right to the area is 
thus stronger than Jordan's under 
international Jaw. for the area was 
occupied in the course of resisting 
unprovoked aggression. 

Neither the Hague Conventions of 
1807 nor the Geneva Conventions 
contain any restriction on the 
freedom of |persons to take up 
residence in occupied areas, The- 
situation is analogous toe the one 
which existed in Europe after World 
War Il. Germany had Jaunched and 
lost an ive war against its 
neighbours. At the end of hostilities, 
these countries exercised their right 
to redraw the borders so to prevent 
any future German aggression. West 
Germany to this day demands the 
return of East Prussia, but no one 
takes this claim seriously, 

There is not a border in Europe 
(and hardly one in the U.S.) that has 
not been created by an act of war. It
